Initance, the floop Sally, 
Hayes, of Philadelphia, was condemned on the 
6ch init. a brig,Capt Smuh, of Rbode-Iiland, on 
her paffage from Jamaica homeward boound with 
a cargo of coffee, was captured and fent into 
Bermada, where both veffel and cargo was con- 
demned, firtt taking in cath 7,000 do'lars. Capt. 
Smith porchafed the brig back for 600 dollers, 
and failed home two days before Capt, Young left 
that place. 
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From the Royal Danith American Gazette, 
Croix) April 16. 
Oa Tharfday !aft came to anchor here, the En- 
glith frigate Rofe, of 23 vuns, Captain S-ot. On 
the next day, the Roebec frigate of 36 guns, 
Capt. Rogers, and Bui! Dog floop of war, Capt. 
Browne, appeared of this harbor—Captains Scot 
and Rogers came on shore.
